LONDON, July 20. General I.in- 
coin C. Andrews, head of the pro- 
hibition enforcement departincnt of 
the United States  governmert. 
conferred with the British authori- 
ties today in his effort to. put 
down rum running into the United 
States. At the conclusion of the 
meeting, General Andrews said: 

“We have had the most satis- 
factory meeting that. could be | 
hoped for. The British representa- 
tives met us not-only in the spirit 
of playing the game but were 
genuinely anxious to meet cur 
difficulties and remove the troubles 
in our path. | 

“We have now got to the point | 
where we ahve finished our ex- | 
aminations of present conditions !

Million Years Old 
Found in Montana

WASHINGTON, Juity 20.— The 
bones of a camel that flourished 
2,000,000 years ago have been dug 
‘up near Belgrade, Mont., while 
the skull of a horse that lived 
anywhere from 10,000 to 500,000 
years ago has been discovered in 
a placer gold mine in Alaska, the 
Smithsonian Institution announced 
today.
